Independents 
End Game in 
Seoreless Tie 


Play Fallon A. C. for Champion- 
ship at Andover Playstead Yes- 
terday before 200 People 


The Andover Independents and the Fallon 
A. C. of Lawrence battled to a scoreless tie on 
the Playstead gridiron, Thursday afternoon 
before a crowd of 200 spectators, 


The game was bitterly fought but was 


marked by unusual clean play, not a single 
penalty being called for roughness during 
the struggle 
Five Runbacks 

Billy Skea and Peter O'Connor were out 
standing for the locals, the former making 
seve ne runbacks from punts, while Pete 
was brilliant on defense, maxing many slash 
ing tackles that resulted in losses for the 
Fallon ball carriers, Hale and Bell the visitors 
tac were thorns in the path of the locals, 
and their de: rged defensive work stopped the 
Andover backs most of the time. The feature 
play the game was a Drummond Bissett 
and Skea pass that netted 30 yards, the 
longest gain of the game. 


The local boys reached their opponents 
15-yard line but once. Early in the opening 
period a series of line plays, brought the ball 
35 yards, but the Fallons braced and the 
linemen stopped two attempts to plunge 
through tackle. Two pass attempts went 
awry and the visitors took the ball on their 
own 15 

The Fallons were seldom dangerous 


threatening the local’s goal line only in the 


closing moments of the game. A series of 
passes brought the ball to the Independents’ 
15, but another aerial landed in the end zone 


and the drive for a score failed. 
Advanced 20 Yards 

Following the opening bickoff, the locals 
advanced 20 yards but lost the ball on downs. 
An exchanze of nunts gave Andover a chance 
for a score, but after advancing to their 
opponents’ 15 the ottensive stalled when two 
passes were grounded, and the Lawrence boys 
punted out of danger. 

Both elevens were unable to gain ground 
consistently, and play was between the 3C- 
yard lines most of the first three periods 

Andover recovered a fumble early in the 
final period, and pounded the Fallon line

Thanksgiving 
Is Celebrated 
in Churches 


Union Services Held in South 
Church Yesterday Morning— 
Sermon Delivered 


Thanksgiving morning the Protestant 
churches in Andover joined in a service of 
Thanksgiving at the South church at nine- 
thirty, To the church members who made the 
effort to attend the service, it was an ap- 
propriate beginning for the day’s festivities, 

The melodious Cathedral Prelude by Flag, 
opened the inspiring service. Rev. Frederic k 
D.D., of the Free church offered 
the prayer and read the Thanks iving procla- 
mation of President Hoover which was read 
in many churches all over the United States 
Thursday morning. 

Rey. Frederick B. Noss of the South church 
lead the responsive reading, of Psalm 147, 
which was followed by the hymn, ‘‘Come Ye 
Thankful People, Come.” 


The scripture lesson was read by Rev. 
Charles W. Henry of Christ church 
After the prayer by the Rev. Noss, the 


offering for the Guild was taken. Mrs. Willet 
C. Eccles sang as the offertory solo “Heart 

i thful”, by Bach. 

The sermon ‘The Crowning of the Year” | 
was ably delivered by the Rev. Hanson of the 
Baptist church. The singing of “America” 
was followed by the benediction offered by 
the Rev, Charles Henry of Christ church. 
Alleluia, the postlude by Hanson, played on 
the recently dedicated South church organ by 
John A. Arnold brought the Thanksgiving 
service of worship to an end. 

Mr. Hanson’s sermon follows: 

Text: ‘Thou crownest the year with 
Thy goodness; and Thy paths drop fat- 
ness’’. Psalm 65:11 

Somewhere bound with his “ John Plough- 
man Talks”, Spurgeon has a picture of a 
man so busy raking straws together that he 
fails to look up and to see an angel holding | 
out a sparkling crown to him, Itisa searching 
picture, and strikes deep into a human char- 
acteristic. Particularly is it true when it 
comes to give thanks to Almighty God, Our 
driving duties rivet our attention so firmly 
to the tasks immediately at hand that we fail 
to catch the glitter of the Crown of Goodness 
with which God has blest the year. But along 
comes a now well established Thanskgiving 
season and shakes us loose from the daily 
round of life, and like trumpet blasts, com 
pels us to raise our heads to review the bless 
ings of a year. 

Since Days of Lincoln 

We are well aware that only since the days 
of Abraham Lincoln has “Thanksgiving” 
been a regularly established national custom. 
But for two hundred years before that time a | 
spasmodically observed feast and day of | 
thanksgiving was celebrated dating back to | 
the first harvest of the Pilgrims of Ply 
mouth, 

But back of their day with its national 
significance, we will go this morning to catch 
up the words of a singer of Israel who eight 
hundred generations ago in an outburst of 
thanksgiving provided godly people with a 
strong word of praise: ‘Thou crownest the 
year with Thy goodness; and Thy paths drop 
fatness”. Echoing down the centuries, finding 
response in the hearts of people of all time, 
this word of thanksgiving seems to indicate 
that goodness is a habit with God, that he 
holds out always a crown bright with marvel 
lous gems—and this is the contention of 
thoughtful Christians today, that 1931 has 
been a year crowned with God’s goodnesses 
for which some expression of thanks should 
ring forth. 

Refining Fires of Sorrow 


Among the gems that gleam there are 
those of refracted broken light. They are none 
the less the representations of God’s good 
ness. Since last Thanksgiving day the refining 
fires of sorrow have raked many of our lives. 
Today in many of our homes, as we gather 
around our well supplied tables there will be 
empty chairs. 

It was not so last year. Our loved ones 
whom God loaned to us for a few years are 
beyond our sight but in a land that ‘is fairer 
than day”. Perhaps reverses have come to us, 
financial disaster, retrenchments; perhaps 
cherished dreams have proven empty mir- 


ures. Sorrow’s driving rain has all but hidden 
God’s goodness. The crushing and the crash- 
ing of God's grinding mills have sounded so

Essex Club 
Votes Against 
Prohibition 


Republican Organization of 
County Overwhelmingly Op- 
poses Present Conditions 


The oldest Republican Club in Essex 
County has just announced that as a result of 
a referendum taken among its members on 


against 76 believe that that prohibition can- 
not be successfully enforced. 
and important vote is supplemented by one 
as equally important which shows that 258 
against 73 believing otherwise, opposed the 
retention of the 18th Amendment and the 
Volstead law “without substantial change.’’ 


In the poll, those who voted “no” upon 
the two aforementioned points were asked to 
vote on one of three alternatives on existing 
conditions. More voted for the repeal of the 
18th amendment and the return to the states 
of power to promote temperance by whatever 
method they may see fit to adopt. ‘There 
were 127 votes on this, Sixty-two voted for a 
modification of the Volstead law, without 
change in the amendment, permitting the 
sale of beer and wine of higher alcoholic con 
tent than one-half of one percent (the 
present maximum), Seventy-three favored 
the substitution of a new amendment for the 
18th amendment, taking mandatory pro 
hibition out of the Constitution and return 
ing the temperance problem to the states, 
but giving Congress power to assist the 
States in carrying out their respective pro- 
grams of liquor control

Andover Is Granted 
Another Hearing on 


Railroad Whistling 


of Selectmen This 


Will Be Heard Dec. 7 


In answer to a “request from§Frank H. 
Hardy as chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
the State Department of Public Utilities 
informed him this morning that they will 
grant a public hearing on the matter of 
abolishing the train whistles at the Essex 
street crossing on Monday, December 7, at 
2.15 p.m., in hearing room 166, State House. 
This hearing comes as a result of agitation by 
the townspeople, who have always protested 
the long whistling at the Essex street crossing 
which disturbed sleep at night. 


Chairman Hardy of the selectmen has 
urged that everybody who can, show up at 
the hearing to protest the whistling at the 
crossing. ‘‘We must have an interested and 
large representation at this hearing,” he said 
this morning. “The townspeople and voters 
of Andover have been urging for a long time 
that we have another hearing on the question 
of eliminating the locomotive whistles at the 
Essex street crossing, and it is imperative, if 
we are to get any consideration from the 
hearing board, that we show our interest in 
the abolishment by our strength of numbers. 
It is probable that the selectmen will go 
down, but we need the support of the towns 
people in this i issue, and we need their sup- 
port in person, 


The protest against the locomotives 
shrieking through the town and by the Essex 
street crossing at night reached its height a 
few months ago when the B, & M, railroad 
increased the length of their whistling blasts 
all along the line, Angry citizens objected 
more strenuously than ever at the time, and 
as a result, Mr, Hardy wrote the Utilities 
Commission for another hearing. One had 
already been had, but it had been felt that the 
matter of eliminating the whistling had not 
been given sufficient consideration. The fact 
that the whistling at Ballardvale crossing had 
been silenced some years ago made citizens 
more anxious to have the same privilege in 
the center of the town. 

Now that the hearing has been granted for 
a week from Monday, the matter of elimin- 
ating the whistling at the Essex street cross- 
ing will come up again, The interest of the 
townspeople in the matter will be a big factor 
in the decision of the commissioners and for 
this reason, as well as for obvious other ones, 
the attendance of all who can be there is 
asked.

Lowest Bidder is Lawrence Firm 
of Durso and Sons—Only 
One Andover Bid 


Exactly when work will begin on the new 
post office on Main street has not been 
determined by Stephen Durso & Sons, Incor- 
porated, of Lawrence, low bidders on the 
project, the Townsman was informed this 
week, Bids on the post office were opened in 
Washington Friday afternoon in the office of 
the supervising architect. 

Twenty-five proposals for construction are 
under consideration, with the Lawrence con- 
tractor favored because of his lowest bid of 
$69,096. The government had laid aside 
$115,000 for this construction job, and since 
$20,000 was spent for the land, $95,000 is 
left for actual construction. Durso and Sons 
low bid leaves the government about $26,000 
ahead of what had been appropriated. 

The second lowest bidder was V. & M. 
Construction corporation of Yonkers, N. Y., 
which bid $71,000. 

Durso & Sons entered the only bid to come 
from a Lawrence firm. One Andover com- 
pany, P. J. Cantwell & Sons, submitted an 
estimate, bidding $85,400. 

All bidders are being investigated, as a 
matter of routine, although it is expected 
that the contract will go to the Lawrence firm 
under the law which provides that all govern- 
ment building contracts shall be awarded to 
the lowest responsible bidder. There can be 


little question of Durso & Sons’ responsibil- 
ity, according to treasury officials, since the 
Lawrence contractors have handled other 
government jobs satisfactorily,

Despite the fact that Massachusetts is the 
fifth smallest state in the Union and is the 
| second in density of population, native wild 
deer seem to flourish and multiply, regardless 
| of the yearly open season, Director Raymond 
| J. Kenney of the Division of Fisheries and 
Game pointed out last night in a statement 
outlining the regulations for the annual sea- 
son on deer which opens in this state on 
December 7 next. 

In the twenty-one years since hunters 
were first permitted to shoot these shy, beau 
tiful animals, 30,653 deer have been reported 
killed by license-holders. Since 1908 when a 
law was passed permitting farmers to kill 
deer in the act of damaging crops, 3523 of 
them have been disposed of in this manner. 
Besides these, many more deer are wounded 
or killed in and out of season by trains, autos, 
illegal hunters, bobcats, dogs and other 
animals and by other means, so that an 
average of approximately 2000 are done 
away with each year. In spite of all these 
kills, the deer population of the state con- 
tinues to hold its own, Director Kenney 
points out. 

Average Number 

So when the hunters fare forth this year 
for the opening day, the chances are that 
they will find the average number of deer in 
the woods and thickets. 

Game wardens and other observers of wild 
life report this fall that not as many deer as 
usual have been abroad in the woods. But 
this does not necessarily mean that the 
animals are fewer. Because of the extremely 
mild weather extending way into the fall, the 
feeding habits of the deer have been different. 
Grass has been plentiful up to the present 
time; windfall apples are still untouched by 
frost in many localities; the foliage stayed on 
the trees up to a short time ago and the deer 
have probably remained in their summer 
feeding grounds much longer than in other 
years. 

The season this year in Barnstable, Bris 
tol, Dukes, Essex, Middlesex, Norfolk, 
Plymouth, Suffolk and Worcester counties 
starts half an hour before sunrise on Dec. ‘7 
and ends half an hour after sundown on Sat 
urday, Dec. 12. In the four western counties, 
Berkshire, Franklin, Hampden and Hamp- 
shire, the season continues a week longer, 
ending half an hour after sunset on Saturday, 
Dec. 19, the latest date it has ever been legal 
to shoot deer in Massachusetts. 

Smallest Kill 

Last year’s kill in all the counties amounted 
to a total of 1562, of which 856 were bucks 
and 706 does. This was the smallest kill since 
the season of 1925. The previous season, 
1929, when it was open for two weeks in 
every county except Essex and Nantucket, 
the high mark in deer hunting was reached 
when 2763 deer fell before the hunters’ shot- 
guns. The low mark was 832 in 1918 when 
Bay State gunners had just finished hunting 
far more serious quarry in France under far 
different circumstances than the peaceful 
forests in Massachusetts, 

An indication that considerable deer are 
abroad in the forests and close to farms and 
orchards is revealed in the number of claims 
submitted each year for damage done by 
these animals. Since 1903 when the first 
claims were paid, the state has paid out the 
the startling sum of $215,355.06 for damage 
to fruit and crops done by deer 

Last year’s payment amounted to 
$4,908.04, showing that the 2763 kill of the 
previous year had benefitted the taxpayers, 
inasmuch as $10,751.03 had been aH for 
damage done in 1929. So far this year, all of 
the $6,000 allowed by the Legislature for 
deer damage has been paid and more will be 
probably needed before the year is ended 

Fruit growers and farmers in the areas 
where deer are most plentiful and do the 
most damage to crops are sympathetic to 
deer hunters and encourage them to hunt the 
deer on their lands, providing they respect 
the land-owners’ rights. Much posted land in 
these sections could no doubt be hunted if the 
gunners first obtain permission from the 
owners. 


The State Line 

Some of the largest claims for damage 
have come from sections adjoining other 
states, where hunters hesitate to range, for 
fear of crossing the state line and killing deer 
out of season and without having licenses in 
the other state. A location in Williamstown 
where there are sizeable orchards, is partly 
in Massachusetts and partly in Vermont 
Last year a large number of deer herded in 
this vicinity but the hunters fought shy of it 
because of its proximity to the Vermont 
line. In Vermont this year, the deer season 
opened last Saturday and closes on Monday, 
Novy. 30. Only buck deer can be taken and 
those only with horns not less than three 
inches in length. 

Consequently if a Massachusetts hunter 
up there gets on the track of a deer and 
chases it over the Vermont line, he is apt to 
find himself in trouble if he brings down the 
animal, 

Much damage has been reported from a 
large orchard near the New York state line 
in Stockbridge, but there the same condition 
obtains. The New York season ran from 
Oct. 26 to Nov. 15 this year and only bucks 
could be taken, so Massachusetts hunters out

Damage 

A recent large claim was made for damage 
to 200 peach trese in the woodlands adjoining 
the village of Wilkinsonville where deer are 
reported numerous. Other places where 
damage has been reported are in East Fal 
mouth, Northfield, Brewster and adjoining 
territory. 

Areas in which an increased number of deer | 
have been reported are those adjacent to 
state reservations, particularly those created 
for watersheds, such as the area in Granville 
controlled by Westfield and Springfield; | 
the Mt. Teko district, east of the Westfield | 
River; North Hatfield; sections between 
Brookfield and Brimfield in the vicinity of 
Steerage Rock; Ashfield; Shelburne Falls and | 
Wendell. 

Only one deer can be taken, either buck o1 
doe. None can be taken between half an hour 
after sunset and half an hour before sunrise. 
Only shotguns and bows and arrows to be 
used. Possession of a rifle or a hunting dog in 
the woods during the open season are pro- 
hibited. 

No written report is required this year as 
has been the custom in the past but the 
hunters must report the deer killed along 
with other game taken at the time they ob 
tain the 1932 sporting license.

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Spending Spree 

Direct taxes in Massachusetts, ac- 
cording to the report issued this week by 
Henry F. Long, commissioner on taxa- 
tion, have increased from 1930 to 1931, 
$7,192,133. In order to raise the amount 
of the direct tax, $225,614,030, which is 
the largest ever laid in the history of the 
state on local taxpayers, the average 
local tax rate for the 355 cities and towns 
was increased from 27 in 1930 to 
$29.80 in 1931. Of course, Andover’s tax 
rate went down, but Andover’s valua- 
tions went up, and one equalizes the 
other, so it is not unfair, for the sake of 
averages, to include Andover as part of 
the state in the increase. 

If there ever was evidence of the wide- 
spread spree of spending that our gov- 
ernment is on, this is it. The whole state 
has been sailing along, blithely helping 
itself to the money from the taxpayer's 
pocket, while he stands by with mouth 
agape wondering what it is all about. 
There are no “easy marks” like tax- 
payers who believe everything they hear 
at election time, and when it comes to 
voling money at town meeting, they are 
swayed by oratory instead of reason and 
smilingly permit town governments to 
help themselves again. 

Public office holders are cognizant of 
the public's indifference to spending in 
public office. Nobody really kicks until 
some oflice holder happens to get caught 
doing something shady, and then, like 
a rising tide, the swell of protest from 
the voling populace gathers momentum 
and size and then recedes, seldom ac- 
complishing anything. Because politicans 
understand these things so keenly, be- 
cause they know how true public in- 
difference is, they naturally fall (if they 
are not already that way) into the same 
attitude, caring little how much of that 
public’s money they spend, It isn’t theirs 
ora very small part of it is, so what does 
it matter how much they spend, or what 
person they give a job, or what pet 
project they sponsor, no matter how 
absurd it may be? 

Students of government know that the 
public is as much to blame for the 
tremendous increases in taxes as well as 
the office holder. It is a fact that some of 
our best private business men, when 
they reach public office and public 
monies, go bersek and forget all the sane 
and sound principles involved in hand- 
ling a private enterprise. They spend and 
spend, giving no consideration to the 


analogy between private business and 
public business, giving not a thought to 
the fact that they cannot indefinitely 
draw from the funds of the taxpayers 
who are like the stockholders in a cor- 
poration. 

Andover spends on the same scale as 
other towns in the state do, and Andover 
has contributed its share to higher taxa- 
tion, What for? is the question. To over- 
man a police department, to keep a long 
string of special and reserve oflicers when 
the regular men could be doing the same 
work? To overpay some of our town 
employees and to find jobs for political 
expediency? To yearly increase our school | 
budget? To revalue part of the town ata 
cost of $15,000 and get a handful of 
maps to show for it? To spend on this pet 
project and that one? To hire men for} 
the police department and fire depart- 
ment on the strength of somebody's 
opinion and likes, instead of on the basis 
of civil service examinations, as most of 
the state does? The ‘Townsman advises 
thinking these matters over, and sug- 
gests that the taxpayers of Andover 
keep one hand in their pockets when 
they have to vote on finances at the next 
town meeting. Not until then will we 
see an end to the orgy of governmental 
spending which is sweeping the country 
and which can only be stopped by at- 
tacking it from the bottom-—right here 
at home.

But one cannot be thankful in the Biblical 
sense if he thinks of nature just as a means of 
producing food. In fact the psalmist speaks 
more of nature in the sense in which we think 
of “The Great Out-of-Doors” than as a 
means only of refreshing the body with food, 
Taste is but one of the senses which need to 
be satisfied, God colors up the hills with his 
rainstorms, presenting a feast to the eyes, His 
winds blow freshness, His mountains inspire 
power and awe. The out-of-doors is a tonic 
for the soul as well. John Ruskin rebukes 
those timid or grouchy souls who have not 
learned the joy of God's great paradise, the 
fun of pushing one’s way through snow or 
wind, the marvels of an unmonotonous 
weather. ‘Sunshine,’ he used to say, “is 
delicious, snow is exhilarating; there is no 
such thing as bad weather—only different 
kinds of good weather,” 

1931 has opened up more of this paradise to 
all of us. Thank God for automobiles, good 
roads, boy scouts and campfire girls, for 
thousands of books which lure one away from 
the close confines of houses and into the 
romance, discovery, health and _ healing 
which the out-of-doors provides. Year by 
year God is opening up ways for us to enjoy 
this world in which we live but seventy years 
and then leave forever—majestic mountains, 
wide plains, curved seashores, fragrant forest, 
gleaming cities, and the thousands of forms 
of the out-of-doors which venturers may 
enjoy.

God also crowns the year with gems of 
piritual values—the laurels of righteousness 
Our amazing prosperity is due in part to men 
who speak the word of God about righteous 
living without flinching.

Institution.

Figures of water returns should not blur 
our vision, Our present pumping equipment 
cannot handle an extra one and a half million 
gallon extra water supply. Our reservoir js 
also too small. To my mind comes the story 
of Little Jack Horner pulling out a plum and 
saying ‘What a big boy am L.” Let us hope 
no one is trying to act the part of Jack 
Horner. ; 


One of the farmers on whose land this

Armistice Day speeches, although carefully 
yrepared, and for the main part well worth 
istening to, contained little that was new. 
Most of the orators, generally men of ex 
perience, preached from the text that the best 
way to avo'd war is to be ready for it, qualify 
ing the maxim, in some instances, with the 
observation that too much money should not 
be spent just now. In the old days, when 
champions of contending armies used to 
engage in personal combat, David killed 
Goliath with a stone and a sling-shot. The 
Armistice Day remarks were no endorsement 
of David's pebble.

These 
include X-ray, often tuberculin tests, and 
always thorough physical examinations 
Christmas seals have helped to establish 
about 4,000 of these clinics. Public health 
nurses to follow up the boys and girls in their 
homes, at preventoria, and summer camps, 
are often furnished by organizations financed 
with money from Christmas seals 

We know that tuberculosis comes from 
contact with another who has tuberculosis. 
In other words, it is a germ disease caused by 
the tubercle bacillus. Millions of bacilli are 
struggling in unhealthy soil to increase and 
multiply. But millions of pennies are being 
spent on Christmas seals to stamp out the 
bacilli for good and all. Herein lies the power 
of the penny. The decreased death rate 
proves the penny’s worth, but the work must 
be continued and this year, more than any 
year since the war, the campaign to control 
tuberculosis should have the support of 
everybody.

Bauer to’ Play 
Next Friday 


1 Music lovers of Andover will have a rare 
treat in hearing Mr. Harold Bauer, one of the 
very greatest painists of the day, in the 
Auditorium of Phillips Academy on Friday 
evening, Dec. 4th, at 8.15 o'clock. Mr, 
Bauer’s programme ranges from Bach, 
Couperin, Kuhnau, through Beethoven— 
the Appassionata Sonata—to Schumann, 
Brahms, Debussy, Schubert, and Chopin. 
There is one number that should prove of 
more than usual interest—the playing of 
Kuhnau’s “David and Goliath”. For some 
time the writer has wanted to have this 
unusual and strange work played in Andover. 
By a strange case of mental telepathy Mr, 
Bauer has announced it on his programme, 
Johann Kuhnau, 1660-1772, was the im- 
mediate precursor of Bach as Cantor at 
| St. Thomas, Leipzig. He is famous as having 
written the first harpsichord sonata, imitated 
from the instrumental sonata. This first 
attempt, 1695, was followed by 7 more 
sonatas in his “Fresh Clavier Fruits,” 1696, 
which in turn were followed by 6 more son 
atas “Musical Presentations of Various 
Biblical Incidents”, setting forth the fight 
between David and Goliath, David’s cure of 
Saul, Jacob's wedding, etc., in short, a very 
early example of avowedly programme music, 
a “curious o!/spring of the musician and the 
divine”, Kuhnau was not only the greatest 
figure among German clavier composers be- 
fore Bach, but was a man of quite prodigious 
general learning, having left translations 
from Hebrew, Greek, Latin, Italian, and 
French, 

Couperin, ‘Le Grand”, the greatest of the 
family which occup : to French music the 
same position which ‘he Bachs do to German 
music, the first great composer for the harp 
sichord in musical history, is also all too little 
heard at the present. It will be a pleasure to 
hear Mr, Bauer play his “Les carillons de 
Cythere”’. Mention must also be made of the 
13 sketches from Schumann's ‘Scenes from 
childhood” which Mr, Bauer will play,

Two-Sided Bond Market 

The bond market next year is likely to be a 
two-sided affair. The undoubted trend | 
toward credit expansion will tend to depress | 
the gilt-edge issues like U. S. Government | 
securities, which are selling on a basis of | 
Interest return rather than on earnings. 
However, many sound, medium-grade bonds 
should advance, Such bonds have been selling | 
down because of fear about earnings. With | 
improving business this fear will gradually 
diminish, Credit measures to check deflation 
and gradually free frozen assets, will work | 
to the benefit of such bonds while keeping } 
down the price of the gilt-edge issues. Later | 
on, of course, if credit inflation goes far 
enough the whole bond market would suffer, 
but those issues that have suffered because of | 
business fears, should show a distinct come- 
back as business sentiment becomes more | 
optimistic, 

Moreover, as the banks are relieved from 
the fear of public hoarding and currency 
“runs”, they will come into the bond market 
with a large volume of funds now being held 
liquid. Hence, despite the outlook for firmer 
money rates and credit inflation, the law of 
supply and demand will again operate to 
strengthen prices of medium-grade bonds. 
However, it will be a long time before confi 
dence is restored in European securities. The 
American people are pretty well fed up on 
Europe, and certainly are not in the mood to 
send good money after bad. Europe's 
troubles are by no means over. Further 
political and economic readjustments must 
take place abroad before foreign bonds will 
become attractive investments. The Ameri 
can investor is going to concentrate on home 
industries. 


Must Have Faith in Fundamentals 

The successful investor during the next five 
years will be the one who now has faith in 
fundamentals. The Law of Action and Re- 
action, measured by business statistics, 
shows that this area of depression is already 
sixty per cent completed. Business has been 
cleaning house; wages are being reduced; 
prices are at the lowest levels in twenty 
years; measures are under way to free frozen 
credits; corporations have effected drastic 
economies and conserved cash resources 
There will be waves of disappointment and 
pessimism affecting stock and bond prices. 
However, the investor who is working on the 
Law of Action and Reaction will regard 
every major dip as a purchasing opportunity, 
and not a signal for frightened selling.

Cancer of the Buccal Cavity 


Cancer of the buccal cavity is one of the 
most accessible sites of cancer and is curable 
if recognized early and treated skillfully, but 
last year in Massachusetts approximately 586 
persons died of this form of the disease. The 
buccal includes cancer of the inside of the 
mouth and the lip. It frequently occurs at the 
site of a previous irritation, 

Uncleanliness, chronic infection, decayed, 
broken, rough or projecting teeth, and ill- 
fitting plates often act as sources of irritation. 
The overuse of tobacco is a contributing 
factor to cancer of the tongue, floor of the 
mouth and cheek. In some cases, the mucous 
membrane adjacent to the sharp tooth be- 
comes irritated and later cancer develops. 
So the presence of any hardened sore, or the 
thickening of mucous membrane of the 
tongue or mouth, or border of the gum over a 
period of two weeks duration should cause 
the individual to go to a physician.

tongue, in the wall of the pharynx, and along 
the floor of the mouth, or deep between 
decayed teeth, and on the inner surface of the 
cheek 

Cancer of the lip (almost always the lower 
lip) begins as a small painless surface sore. 
A small crack or scaly patch on the lip be- 
comes covered with a thin crust, which in a 
few days falls off. It does not discharge, and 
another crust forms. This in turn separates, 
still leaving a small, raw, uncovered spot 
behind. With the repetition of this process the 
raw spot becomes gradually larger, its edges 
firmer, and a trace of blood appears. If the 
growth is allowed to continue untreated, it 


| may start secondary growths, as for example, 


a small lump under the chin. 

Cancer of the mouth could be greatly 
lessened by giving more attention to the 
hygiene of the mouth. Where cancers of the 


| mouth have occurred nearly always an un- 


clean condition has existed. Frequently 
particles of food lodge in the gums between 
the teeth, decomposition follows, and a 
chronic irritation occurs as a result of this. 
This predisposes to cancer. 

It is important to see your dentist fre- 
quently, so that any irregularity in the 
mouth will be noticed and corrected in time. 
The teeth, of course, should be brushed every 


| day, preferably after every meal, or if not so 


often at least at night, so as to cleanse the 
mouth of food particles accumulated there 
during the day. Medical advice should be 
sought in the appearance of a sore upon the 
lip which does not readily heal

A Religion of Thankfulness 

“In nothing be anxious; but with 
thanksgiving let your requests be made 
known to God.”’ Philippians 4-6 

It is a puzzle to know just how to express a 
feeling of thankfulness in a year like 1931 
There is a natural desire in the human heart 
to give thanks. There is a blessing in the 
emotion of gratitude, which we would all like 
to retain; but we are under the necessity of 
discovering something for which to be thank- 
ful. At first glance the year 1931 does not 
seem to have been especially productive of 
good gifts. Perhaps the President and the 
various governors were puzzled, too, when it 
came time to issue proclamations 


Nevertheless, from a natural standpoint, 
we are as fully blessed by the gifts of sunshine 
and rain, harvests, shops, mines, factories and 
so forth as ever before. We might be thankful 
for the abundant harvest, but I imagine the 
Dakota farmers are not really grateful for it. 
Neither are miners grateful at heart for the 
superabundant production of copper, silver 
and coal. The vast accumulation of gold in 
America is not a particular blessing to the 
people of Andover, either. We have all the 
material supplies which go toward making 
a comfortable and happy physical existence, 
but our own blunders and mistakes prevent us 
from enjoying them. In times of depression 
like these we are brought face to face with the 
fact that our material prosperity depends 
upon our shrewdness and business ability, 
and not upon our piety. The winds and rain 
come to us whether we are just or unjust. 
What we make of them depends entirely 
upon us. What we often overlook at other 
times we now see plainly. The gifts of heaven 
are for us all. They are not reserved for the

The devil suggested to God that the reason 
for Job’s piety lay in God’s kindness to him 
Let God’s benevolence cease and Job will 
curse Him to His face. The devil still sug 
gests that we are never grateful, never can be

| bank balances favorable. But when we con 
sider the history of Thanksgiving in America, 
we understand that we are heirs of a greater 
| spiritual stature than the devil thinks. Our 
forefathers had no abundance of this world’s 
Their barns were not full.

But 
they held thanksgiving services for God’s

We are often too busy getting mere things 
| accomplished to realize the true significance 
| of a religion of thankfulness. We think of our 
acts as God's acts.

All 
of man’s outward manifestations are the 
same. Roads, gasolene stations, restaurants 
and hotels are the same.

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Colorado, Even the men who look and dress 
alike are vastly different, if you stop to speak 
to them. If we want to find beauty, inspira- 
tion and contrast in such a journey, we must 
take our minds off the question of ending it, 
of getting it over and done with. There must 
be time to discover and enjoy what lies on the 
way. This beauty is lost while we fret over the 
truck up ahead, worry over the gas supply 
and quarrel with the same old food. We see 
nothing wonderful without serenity of mind. 
“In nothing be anxious”, said the great 
apostle. How can we help it if our one thought 
is to get through the year somehow, to last 
until spring, hold out till summer or autumn? 
Getting the job done in the shortest possible 
time in the hope that there will be some peace 
and quiet after that is one of the besetting 
illusions of modern life. The peace we seek 
lies about us all the time. Worries and cares 
will never end, but there is never any lack of | 
spiritual contrasts either. A religion of thank- 
fulness is a religion that takes time to dis 
cover and enjoy these contrasts from day to |} 
day, to ask for them where they may be 
found. If we are to be grateful to God for 
anything we must first take those gifts 
which He is able to give us, and which do not 
depend so abjectly upon the comparative 
degree of our prosperity. Nowhere is there to 
be found this sort of religion as fully expressed 
as in the 23rd Psalm, which might well serve 
us all for our Thanksgiving creed. Though the 
shepherd does not make the grass grow for his 
own sheep, he is with them while they feed 
In his presence fear is banished and their 
happiness made secure. As the sheep in this 
Psalm find their thanksgiving in the shep 
herd’s presence, so we can be thankful only 
when we have found God and see in Him that 
relationship which guarantees our joy.
